MAY BE MADE
IN TORRANCE

Record Manufacturer
Anxious to Locate
Factory Here

If plans now under consideration
by the industrial committee of the
chamber of commerce, that will be
acted upon at once materiatze, Tor-
rance may add another to its list of
going industries, the newcomer being
a phonograph record manufacturing
plant.

After a lengthy conference Wednes-
day afternoon last, with the directors
of the chamber of commerce, Mr.
Arne Nordskog, who recently estab-
lished the only phonograph recording
laboratory on the Pacific Coast in
Santa Monica, was shown the old)
shoe factory on Normandie avenue, as
a possible site for his establishment
and.the details of the ‘enterprise were
discussed. On the outcome of this,
conference will rest the matter o
the latter's becoming the home of
“canned” music. .

Mr. Nordskog informed the com-
mittee that all he desired in the way
of assistance was a suitable site, as
his company, recently incorporated,
was fully able to finance itself.

He said that he held patents cov-
ering the manufacture of records that
no other company possessed and that
the sale of his records was assured,
by a distributing system that he ex-
plained in detail.

One of the points touched upon
during his talk, that of manufactur-,
ing and selling Mexican records ‘both
in. Cdlifornia and Mexico, attracted
the attention of the committee who
learned that the Victor, Edison and
other record manufacturers made only

Spanish records and that as therc
were at least 500,000 Mexicans in
Southern  California who  desired

records in the Mexican tongue, there
was on annual demand for more than
60,000 of these alone that this com-
pany could supply.

Among the renowned artists that
are already under contract with the
Nordskog company are the cyclonic
Eva Tanguay, Charles Wakefield
Cadman, the pianist-composer, Mar-
garet Messer Morris and scores of
bands and orchestras whose names;
and work is known throughout the

world.
Mr. Nordskog informed the com-
mittee that his entire ‘laboratory

equipment was now on its way by
sea from New York and that he
was particularly anxious to secure a
suitable location before its arrival
three weeks hence and that he was
desirous of locating in Torrance on
account of its climatic conditions and
its easy access to Los Angeles trom
whence would. come the noted singers
and instrumentalists for recording
work.

When the
fires were rekindled a month ago
this glass was reheated and to it
added tons of broken glass that had
been purchased from different sourc-
es during the summer. When this
large amount of glass is used up at
the rate of twenty-five tons a day,
the mixers will begin the process of
collecting the four - necessary’ in-
gredients for glass that Mother Na-
ture provides. Tons and tons of
these ingredients are stored in large
warehouses at the local factory and
the sorting has already begun.
